At the outset he referred to 
importance of religion in onr social and 
national life, contending that history has 
shown that, while nations remained re- 
ligious they were moral and stable; but 
when they lost faith in God they became 
immoral and decayed and fell. He urged 
his hearers, consequently, to consider the 
importance of religion from the patriotic 
as well as the spiritual standpoint. In 
Western Canada there was room for from 
twenty-tive to fifty millions of people. 
The prairie was equal in extent to twelve 
f Ontario between the Ottawa 
and Detr it rivers and North Bay and 
lakes Erie and Ontario.
